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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The amendment filed July 3, 2003 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: the addition of language 
to claims 1 and 22 directed toward providing "at least a braided layer on said outer 
surface" is not supported by the originally filed specification in this application and is not 
shown in the drawings. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the braided layer on 
the outside of the outer layer must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
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changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstmct any portion of 
the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. As set forth above the original specification 
and drawings fails to disclose an embodiment where a braided layer is provided on the 
outer layer which would mean a braided layer would have to be outside of the outer 
layer covering the corrugations and such is not shown or disclosed, only the braided 
layer on the outside of the inner layer is shown. 

Double Patenting 

A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or 
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discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent tlierefor ..." (Emphasis 
added). Tfius, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to 
identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re 
Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 61 9 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as that of 

claim 1 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,641,884. This is a double patenting rejection. 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A tiniely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A temiinal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 21 and 22 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1 of U.S. Patent 
No. 6,641,884. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because the subject matter of claims 21 and 22 is 
encompassed by the structure set forth in claim 1 of the '884 patent. 



Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 14-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Martucci (01 1 ) in view of Lupke. The patent to Martucci discloses the recited hose 

assembly comprising an inner fluoropolymer layer 12 with an entirely smooth inner 

surface, an outer polyamide layer 14, the two layers are adhered together via layer 28, 

the layers are extruded, at least one braid 26 can be provided between the inner and 

outer layers, an integral conductive strip 30 can be provided which is coextensive with 

the length of the tube, and such can be used as a fuel line. The patent to Martucci 

discloses all of the recited structure with the exception of providing corrugations in the 

outer layer, where forming such as annular or spiral corrugations is considered merely a 

choice of mechanical design. The patent to Lupke discloses that it is old and well 

known in the art of tubes to fonn an inner smooth layer such as 170 and coextrude a 

corrugated outer layer 62,72 which can include foamed layers, to provide more flexibility 

in the tube. It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to modify the outer layer 

of Martucci by providing a plurality of corrugations, where the use of spiral corrugations 

or annular are considered merely a choice of mechanical expedients, to provide the 

tube with more flexibility as suggested by Lupke where such would increase the 

usefulness of the tube for a wider range of applications thereby reducing costs by 

providing one tube to meet several needs. 
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Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The references to Norman, Martucci (2004/'527, Re'627, and 
524), Siegmann, Maroschak, Shaw, Kleykamp, Satoh, Washizu, Noone, Dal Palu, 
Reynolds, Ostrander, and Brindza disclosing state of the art multilayer tubes and 
method of forming them.
